(DEATH RELEASES 
SHARKS’ VICTIM 
Thomas Keenan Dies on Day 


Set for Filing His Bank- 
ruptey Petition. 


LONG IN CREDITORS’ GRIP 


Anticipating releare from the crutches of 
_forty creditors, mostly loan sharks, Thomas 
F. Keenan déed yeetercay afternoon of heart 
failure in his residence at 6112 Wené¢worth 
avenue. He hd telephoned his attorney, 
F. G. Gallion, five minutes before his death. 

‘‘ Have yow prepared the petition for bank- 
ruptcy?” asked Keenan over the tetephone. 

“ Yes,” replied the lawyer. “ Odme down 
to my office at once.”’ 

- “Tl be right down, Good-by.”’ 

This was at 1 o'clock. A few minutes later 
Keenan's son called up the lawyer and said 
his father was dead. Gallion destroyed the 
petition, cloged his desk; and walked sev- 
} eral times afound the block before he could? 
realize his cHent’s earthly troubles were 
ended. 


Gets Into Loni Sharks’ Grip. 

The story of Keenan’s life ia sad. He was 
a florist for many on Sixty-thind 
street and struggled to make a Hving for 
his wife and growing family. Business be- 
came dull about two years ago. He needed 
money. 

Just which loan shark Keenan visited first 
is not known, but in quick succession he had 
. signed notes with a dozen. The amounts he 
received were small. Several notes he.signed 
were for $500, githough the shark paid him 
only $50. 

One woman in Oak Park, raid to be Mrs. 
L. W. Beckwith, haned Keenan $100. On’ 
this he pai@ back $700. He borrowed from 
one to pay the other. A few monthé ago 
he checked up his notes. He found he owed 
exactly $11,000 and had lees than $50 with 
which to par. 

One morning heiwent to his little florist 
shop and there on thé windows in big letters 
were the words: ‘“ Dead beat—why don’t 
you pay your bile’ The sign lad been put 
there by a loan shark overnight. The next 
day Keenan closed up the store, 


Founded Out of Fobs by Creditors. 

The florist sought employment every whéte. 
At every place he worked the sharks hounded 
him with assignments for wages. Derperate- 
ly he sought Gallion and told his troubles. 
The lawyer declared the only way out of the 
difficulty was to go into bankruptcy, which 
Keenan decided to do at once. 

Yesterday was to be the last day of the dif- 
ficulty. Keenam arose early, réad the papers, 
chatted with his wife, and immediately after 
dinner he telephoned his attorney. Then 
his emotion ie beHeved to have overcome 
him: He wes 55 years old, ne leaves a 
widow and two sons.

A “ speeders’ court” is to be estabMehed 
in which all Chicago violators of the auto- 
mobile ordinance will be tried. This was des! 
cided upon ®y the judges of the Municipal 
court at their regular meeting yesterday. 

Although Chief McWeeny is not in favor 
of the segregation of the automobile speed 
cases, the judges decided that in light of 
recent criticiam by city officials and the pub- 
lic it is neecssary something be doneto put a 
‘Stop to the apparent ‘ speed mania ” which 
has possession of the Chicago automobile 
drivers. 

The judges are all of the opinion that the 
fault does not He with them in the non 
enforcement of the speed ordinance, but 
that the policg.and the city prosecutors are 
in a great many tases responsible for the es- 
cape of guilty autoists. ' 


Judge Gemmill Talks of Law. 

In peaking of the nonenforcément of the 
ordinance Municipal Judge Gemmil! said: 

‘The ordinance on speeding says no motor 
driven vehicle shall go faster than fifteen 
miles an hour in the residence district nor 
faster than ten miles in the business district, 
but the police ae individuals have raised 
the Mmit to about twenty miles and seldom 
make an arrest unless the machine is being 
driven at least twenty miles. 

* Another thing that. makes it hard. to im- 
pose a just fine on the epeeders brought be- 
fore the court is the knowledge every judge 
has that it ie not the real offender that ie ar- 
rested, but one whois a stranger to the police- 
man who makes the arrest. The friends of 
the police get off, while the one who is ar- 
rested is no greater offender than thousands 
of others.’’ 


Sees Flaws in Present Law. 


The judge also said the present law regu- 
lating the ‘speed of automobiles is defect- 
ive. He suggested there should be no Gefi- 
nite limit set, but that the conditions under 
which a car is driven should regulate the 
speed at which it can go with safety.’’ 

It is planned to have the speeders’ court 
in session at least three afternoons each 
wéek, and to have it in the city hall. A sys- 
tematic account will be kept of all offenders 
and the punishment meted out to them will be 

d to a great extent ‘by the number of 
times they are taken before a judge. The 
use of a card index system is possible. 


Aldermen Plan Two New Curbs. 

Two amendments to the automobile ordi- 
nance aimed to reduce the. number of acct- 
dents through the careless operation of ma- 
chines will be sent to the city council on Mon- 
day night. They were reported favorablytto 
the judiciary committee in the afternoon by 
(Ald. Capttain’s subcommittee and recom- 
mended for passage. 

One amendment provides that any motor 
driven vehicle following a moving street car 
shall stop at least ten feet in the rear of the 
car when it makes a stop on any street corner 
to take on or discharge passengers.’ The ma- 
chine must remain still until the street car is 
started. 


Purposes to Guard Tail Lights. 

The second amendment, fathered by Ald. 
Thomson, who appeared before the commit- 
tee as its champion,.makes it necessary to 
have the switch that turns off the tail light in 
such a location on the car that the driver will 
have to get out of his car to manipulate it. 
The purpose is to prevent chauffeurs who run 
down victims from cutting off the light that 
enables bystanders to see the number of the 
machine. 
In many cases which have come to the at- 
tention of the police reckless driverg have 


and then speeded from the scene. 

Another amendment which Ald. Thomson 
desires to have passed is one demanding an 
unobstructed view for the driver of automo- 
biles. In many ‘electric cars the driver sits In 
the rear seat and another passenger may be 
seated directly in front of him. The rough 
draft for this amendment still isin the hands 
of the subcommittee.

The coroner's jury in the case of the four 
persons who met death on May 20 when their 
automobile plunged through the open draw 
at the Ninety-second street bridge of the 
Calumet river yesterday retdrned a verdict 
that the deaths were caused by the driver's 
carelessness. Annie Mahoney, her sister, 
Florence Mahoney, and John Buchanan and 
John Boyd were the ones drowned.

Franklin’s Testimony Dramatic. 

“ Frankiin’s testimony was dramatit, the 
witness departing from his previous appar~- 
ent desire to tell all-he knew to a seeming 
unwillingne#s to give evidence -concerning 
close friends, whom he subsequently drew 
into his story of jury cdrruption. 

Twice he appealed to the court, once when 
he was asked to name a man said to have

Underwood, a local iron worker; and 
Frank Smith.of Covina. 

The witness exhibited much emotion when 
he related his conversation with Kruger, In 
which he said Kruger had told him another 
man had offered him $4,000 for his vote asa 
McNamara joror. 

Kruger, he said, wanted to know if they 
were both working for the same side. He 
named a Tos Angeles lawyer heretofore not 
mentioned in connection-with the McNamara 
case, which drew an aon ant protest from 
Attorney Rogers. 

Franklin testified he had told Darrow after 
his afrest for attempting to bribe Lockwood 
that had Darrow not been present when he 
was arrested he had ‘intended to tirn Lock- 
wood over to the police for accepting a bribe.

Says Darrow Went to Warn Him. 
Franklin said when he saw detgctives near 
the scene of the meeting with Lockwood 
knew -he had been betrayed.

PROGRESSIVE OR NOT? 


Clark’ Will Lead at Start, but No 
Candidate Will Start with —

Washington, D. C., May .31.—[Special. ]— 
There will be no nomination of a Demo- 
cratic candidate for the presidency until the 
Republican nominee is known. 

When the Democratic national committee 
met in Washington lest January it was 
generally understood that President Taft 
would be nominated, and the Democrats con- 
sequently decided to begin their convention 
the next week after the Republican con- 
vention. . 

Now there is apprehension among the 
Democrats that thene will be a deadlock at 
Chicago, which will result possibly in two 
conventions. 

Im any event, they are laying their plans 
in the expectation that Col. Roosevelt will 
be in the field, either as the regular Repub- 
lican nominee or a8 an independent. 


None Will Have Enough at First. 

It is apparent that no candidate will appear 
before the Baltimore convention with any- 
thing like a ‘sufficient number of instructed 
delegates to nominate. Speaker Chanip 
Clark probably will be in the lead, with Gov. 
Wilson a close second, Congréssman Under- 
wood third, and Gov. Harmon fourth. 

William Jennings Bryan, the leading dark 
horse, will be in attendance, as will be Sena- 
tor Kern, who is highly regarded by his 
Democratic associates. Ail told, there will 
be @ round dogen of available candidates 
from whom the convention will pick the 
nominee. 

If President Taft should win the Repub- 
lican nomination, it is conceded that there 
will-not be the digficulty experienced in se- 
lecting his Democratic opponent as will be

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AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


Pal Elmer More's 
Study of Nietzsche. 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 


ANY books have been written during 

the last few years relating to Fred- 

; erich Nietzsche and his propaganda 
of power, but none so succinct, so 

clear, and so unbiased as that whic 

Mr. Paul Elmer More offers under the sim- 


ple title “ NIETZSCHE " (Houghton, Mift- 


‘Min & Co.) Mr. More has confined himself to 


Jess than a hundred slender pages, yet he 
has contrived to give a survey of the con- 
flicting philosophic theories of self-interest 
and of sympathy from which the tangential 
mind of Nietzsche sprang. 

Mr. More is not sufficiently committed to 
any formula of thought te restrict him either 
in the appreciation or the adverse criticism 


of the most arrogant, yet the most wistful. - 


of iconoclasts. He does justice to the high 
courage of this lonely man, allows much for 
his disease of the mind. to which he regards 
him as being almost from the outset the 
unconscious victim. He diséerns beneath 
his rage and protestations the tenderness of 
a mind which shrank with aversion and fear 
from its own impulses of benevolence, and he 


 .@ffers him, in the last paragraph, what 


Nietzsche would most have loathed—pity. 
-. = 

After quoting from “Thus Spake Zara- 
thustra’’ those poignant passages in which 
Werathustra seeks in vain for a home for 
his restless” and oe spirit, Mr. More 
adds: 

“The end of it all is the clamor of romantic 
egotism turned-into horror at its own vanity 
end of romantic sympathy turned into de- 
spair. It is naturalism at war with itself and 
struggling to escape from its own fatality. 
As I leave Nietzsche I thk of the ancient 
tragedy in which Heracles is represented as 
writhing in the embrace of the Nessus shirt 
he bas himself put on, and rending his own 
fiesh in a vain effort to escape its poisonous 
web.” 

Mr. More ‘has many felicitous expressions 
in his book, such as: “‘ The lyric misanthropy 
or ‘* Nietzsche's writing is 
tedoften a style of spasmodic commonplace, 
dispiaving a tortured effort to appear pro- 
found,’’ or, ‘‘At the last analysis the Super- 
man ig merely a negation of humanitarian: 
sympathy and of the socialistic state of indis- 
tinguished equality.”’

To be logical where so tumultuous a mind 


as Nietgsche is concerned is not easy. The 


shafts of his irony have bitten too deep Into 
_ our’consciousness, we are too much abashed 
because of the unconscious hypocrisies of 
which hes has made us aware to be able to 
view him with easy calm; andewhat Is whole- 
Zzome and of true integrity in us causes too 
hot. a revolt from this grim philosopher's 
credo to permit us to give him our allegiance. 
Itis only by assuming a detached and imper- 
sonal attitude as Mr. More has done, and by 
‘-peviewing the ideas and movements which 
led up to his violent reactionary movement, 
that we age able to view the ideas and influ- 
ence of Nietzsche correctly.
